APPEAL REL BE TAKEN 


Federal ‘Supreme Court Only Re. 
course—Aliens Barred Utterly 
from “Any Public Work.

ALBANY, Féb. 25.—The Court’of Ap- 
peals today upheld the constitutionality 
of the, provision of the labor law pro- 
hibiting the employment, of aliens .on 
public, works, and forfeiting contracts | 
in cases in which the law has been vise: 
jJated. ‘The effect of the decision is far- 
reaching. 

The prevailing. opinion was written, by 
Judge Benjamin’ N.. Cardozo and’ con- 
curred in ‘by ‘Chief’ Judge Bartlett and 
Judges, Seabury, Miller, Chase, and Ho- 
gah, ‘Judge Frederick, Collin wrote a, 
dissenting opinion. 

The question arose on the appeal of 
the Public Service .Comnulssion, First 
Department, . in. a, “taxpayer’sS. action 
brought by William ’E.*Heim to restrain 
the commission from forfeiting contracts

The law, it was asserted, was uncon- 
stitutional; because it violated ‘the. pro- 
vision ‘““that no niember of this’ State 
shall be disfranchised or. deprived of 
any of the rights or’ privileges secured 
to any citizen thereof unléss —by- the 
law of the land or the judgment of nis} 
peers,” and that “‘no person: Shall. be 
deprived of life, lMberty, or sronery 
without ‘due- process. of law” also 
that it was urconstitutional in- that it 

applied to contracts already in existence 
at the time of its enactment, and- that 
it made acts peral which otherwise were 
innocent and. harmless, and’'was ex 
post. facto. The law was enacted in 1899. 
In the. prevailing opinion, which covers 
both cases, Judge Cardozo says: 

“"The moneys of: the ‘State «belong to 
the people ©6f the State. They do not 
belong to aliens. The State, through its 
Legislature, has given notice’ to - its 
agents that in building‘ its publis' works 
it wishes its own ‘moneys’ to be paid. to 
its: own -citizens, and if not to them, 
then at least to the citizens of. the 
United States. The argument is made 
that in thus preferring its own. citizens 
in the distribution of its own wealth it; 
denies to thevalien. within its borders | 
the equal protection of the laws.” 
Only Citizens “ Mentbers” of State. 


The people, viewed a8-ah organized 
anit, constitute the State, Judge Cardozo 
continues, and the members of the State 
are its citizens. ‘Those who are not citi- 
zens are not members of the State. So- 
ciety thiis organized is conceived of as 0 
body corporate, and, like any other body 
corporate, it may enter into contracis 
and: hold: and dispose of-property. In 
doing this, it acts through agencies of 
Government. These agencles, when con- 
tracting for the State, or expending the] 
State’s mdnéys, are trustees for the peo- 
ple of the State, Thus it is the members 
of the State who are expénding their 


own creation. -Then the Judge says: 
**Since the Government, in expending 


of its, citigens, it, may, not by arbitrary, 
dis¢riminations having-no relation to the 
public welfare, foster the employment of 
one class of its citizens, and discourage

At Tuesday’s primary. election about 
as large a proportion of. the-régistered 
women voters.went to the polls as of 
registered men: voters, In the. two 
previous primaries about 30 per cent, 
of the women registered went to the 
polls; at Tuesday's nearly 70 per cent. 
The Democratic women seem to take 
more interest in the selection of ¢an- 
didates than the Republican women, 
At any rate, a much larger proportion 
of Democratic women voted than did 
women of all other parties.
